I t is ordered by the Commission that Minute #3932, passed March 3, 
1931 i n Dallas County be amended as follows: 

That i f Dallas County w i l l furnish not less than 100 f t * right-of-wa;' 
from a point on State Highway #1 near Westmoreland Road to the Commerce 
Street Bridge on location made by the State Highway Department, that the 
State Highway Department w i l l construct Unit I with the understanding tha^ 
when Unit I I is constructed Dallas County w i l l reimburse the Department 
f o r i t s portion of both Units I and I I . The State Highway Engineer is 
instructed to advise Dallas County of th is action and to ask for o f f i c i a l 
action of the County confirming th is arrangement. This action, however, 
i s not to be taken in any manner as affect ing present Route of Highway #1 
through Oak C l i f f , 

In Goliad County tender of $1*000.00 having been made by said County 
for the improvement of road from Fannin, to the Fannin State Park, said 
of fer is hereby accepted by the Commission and an appropriation of 
$1,000.00 State Funds is hereby made fo r such improvement* A.F,E,«*31»»613* 

In Jasner, County the State Highway Engineer is directed to submit a 
project to the Commission on State Hifehway #8 from Buna to Erin and 
report on the possibi l i ty of securing local material and make his recommend­
ation as early as possible as to type of construction. Any improvement, 
however, is conditioned on County securing 100 f t . right-of-way. 

Moved by D, K* Martin, seconded by Cone Johnson that the bid of U* V 
Duncan, 112 South Michigan Avenue, Chicago, I l l i n o i s , on S. P. 900, Unit 
I I , Walker County be rejected for the reason that the said N* V. Duncan 
has not complied with prequalification requirements of the Department; thej 
circumstances being that he f i l e d a f inancial statement a f te r the time 
prescribed by the Highway Commission, which was defective and that i t was 
sent back to him for correction end that the said N. V. Duncan has not 
corrected the statement, consequently no financial statement is on f i l e i i j 
compliance with the requirements of the Department and the Department is 
without information as to the financial a b i l i t y of the contractor to carrj 
out the terms of the contract. When this action was taken, no objection 
was made by or in behalf of the said Duncan*
